SACRAMENTO (/P) — California 
wTas richer by nearly 66 million 
dollars in tidelands oil royalties 
today, and Governor Knight said 
there already was a “growing con­ 
troversy" as to how the money 
should be spent. 
State law requires that 70 per 
cent of the tidelands monies go to 
the state beach and parks funds, 
with the balance dumped into the 
state treasury for general ex­ 
penses. It is expected legislators 
will be asked to change that for­ 
mula at the January session. 
Speaking at the Tulare County 
Fair last night, Knight acknowl­ 
edged a “substantial portion" of 
the royalties from the oil rich 
submerged lands w’ould be used 
for recreational purposes. 
“Just what will be done with 
the balance is the subject of grow­ 
ing controversy,” he said. 
The governor noted that some 
Californians are suggesting the 
money be used to develop “other 
phases of our natural resources— 
fish and game, access roads, soil 
conservation, water pollution, and 
similar programs.” 
GOVERNOR SUGGESTS 
“I would suggest," he continued, 
that funds are also needed to 
expand state colleges, build new 
hospitals for the mentally ill, more 
child care centers “and so on." 
Knight said that every govern­ 
mental service “must be paid for 
. . . whether from your direct tax 
dollars 
or 
the 
money 
comes 
from royalties on your resources." 
The money th at went into the 
state treasury yesterday was im­ 
pounded royalties held by the fed­ 
eral and state governments since 
1947 when the U. S. Supreme Court 
declared the tidelands to be fed­ 
eral property.

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Marin Can Take Pride In Its 
Support Of Emergency Drive 


Last m o n th ’s Emergency March of Dimes 


is now history. 


In contrast to some other fund appeals 
we can recall, the Emergency March pro* 
\ides a bright page in M arin’s history. 
It was by alm ost anv standard of measure­ 


ment a huge success. 


It was mid-summer before the National 
Foundation for Infantile Paralysis found it­ 
self in such a pressing financial situation that 
it sent word to Marin and other community 
chapters 
throughout the nation 
that 
an 
Emergency March of Dimes appeal was an 
immediate necessitv. 


Mrs. Lester Wolf, Marin March of Dimes 
chairman, found herself with less than a 
month in which to prepare for thfe fund 


raising effort, held the last half of August. 


As if the shortage of time to oiganize the 
effort were not sufficient of a handicap, Mrs. 
W olf quickly found that many of the people 
on whom she depended lor work of \aiious 
kinds were away on vacation. Organizations 
which usually could be counted upon to con­ 
duct some sort of fund-raising event were 
enjoying their traditional summer letdown 
in the pace of their activ ities. 
Even a laige share of the countv’s poten­ 
tial givers were away on vacation. 
During the regular March of Dimes in 
January, Marin contributed approximately 
$60,000, a record am ount for the county. 
Mrs. Wolf and Jier aides estimated that the 


F.m ergencv March—without time to plan and 
oiganize and without its full quota of work­ 
ers—would be indeed fortunate to taise $20,- 


Ooo. 


But by the time the final contribu­ 
tions were counted a couple of weeks 
ago, the total had exceeded $30,000.

And this certainly is an illustrious page in 
M arin’s history'. 
It is first, of course, a tribute to the gener­ 
osity and deep concern of Mr. and Mrs. Aver­ 
age Marin Citizen for their fellowman. Mr. 
and Mrs. Average Marin Citizen are ac­ 
quainted with the tragedy which polio can 
bring into a person’s life. And Mr. and Mrs. 
A.M.C. want to do what they can to mini­ 
mize or prevent that tragedy. 
But no fund appeal can succeed without 
an armv of vigorous and sincere workers. 
]ust as the leader of an armv must shoulder 
the responsibility for its defeat, so the leader 
is entitled to recognition and plaudits in 


time of victory. 
So our hat is off and wav ing for Mrs. Wolf, 
who headed the Dimes workers. 
As an army is not better than its individual 
soldiers, a fund appeal organization is no 
better than its individual workers. 
Since our Dimes appeal was a howling suc­ 


cess, each and every Dimes worker deserves 
to share in the satisfaction of the campaign 
well and successfully conducted. 
In Marin County, our population of about 
100,000 contributed approximately $30,000 
toward the $20 million which the National 
Foundation estimated it would need to con­ 
tinue the fight against polio for the remain­ 


der of 1954. 
If everv community in the nation had con­ 
tributed at the same rate, our nation’s 162 
million population would have donated $48 


million. 
T h a t didn’t happen, of course; which re­ 
flects all the more credit on M arin’s citizens

Judge Has To Sift Horror From 


Humor In Comics; It Isn't Funny 


NEW YORK 
Any parent 
vho has to read the comics aloud 
regularly to his children may 
lympathize with Judge Charles 
F. Murphy. 
In the next few weeks Judge 
Murphy, the new czar of the 
comics book industry, intends to 
study every comics publication 
In America, line by line, draw­ 
ing by drawing. 
“There are 350 tit las,” said the 
Judge, a tall, big-framed, 44-year- 
old Irishman, ‘‘and I intend to 
read every one of them myself, 
until I can assemble a staff.” 
Disturbed by criticism that the 
lo-called “funnies” had become 


r bad influence on children, the 
Comics Magazine Assn. of Amer­ 
ica, headed by John Goldwater, 
decided 
the 
200-million-dollar- 
a-year industry needed a code of 
ethics—and a strong man to en­ 
force it. 


BECAUSE OF HIS record for 
helping youth, they offered the 
past to Murphy, former legal ad­ 
visor to Mayor LaGuardia and 
a city magistrate for the past 
nine years. They promised him 
complete authority, full coopera­ 
tion and a $100,000 annual budget 
to do the job. 
“I wouldn't have considered it 
at all if I weren’t given a free 
hand,” said M urphy “Even so, it 
was a difficult decision to make. 
“So I put it up to my wife and 
three children. We had a family 
council. I asked them whether 
they thought I could fill the 
role naturally, and after we talk­ 
ed it all over, they decided I 
could.” 
Murphy, who has neither false 
pride nor false modesty, said he 
would use his authority force­ 
fully. 


M DON’T INTEND 
o let any 
family down in this job. and 
certainly not my own,” he said. 
“The publishers who conform

to the code will carry an approv­ 
ed seal on the covers of all 
their books. Those that don't con­ 
form will be denied the seal— 
and they’ll be piiblicly expelled 
from the association ” 
Many educators already have 
offered help in drawing up the 
code, w’hich Murphy says will be 
stringent but simple. 
“There will be no more horror 
and terror books,” he said. “They 
will have to conform to the ordi­ 
nary standards of good taste. 


“CRIMINALS WON’T be gla­ 
morized. There will be no more 
suggestive art. Family life will be 
shown in the right perspective.” 
In his years on 
the bench 
Judge Murphy organized several 
projects to combat juvenile de­ 
linquency. 
“1 found that once a kid land­ 
ed in court there were a num­ 
ber of agencies to help him.” he 
said, "but there weren't enough 
agencies working to keep him 
from getting into the kind of 
trouble that led him to a court­ 
room” 
Murphy founded a weekly radio 
program, “Youth Talks it Over.” 
in which high school pupils could 
talk over their own adolescent 
problems with him. He is also 
founder of Teen Plan Inc., a pri­ 
vate 
organization 
devoted 
to 
helping 
teen-agers 
find 
suit­ 
able careers. 


“PARAMOUNT in my mind in 
dealing with young people.” the 
judge said, “was the desire to 
avoid the frustration many peo­ 
ple feel throughout their adult 
life because they got off to the 
wrong start. 
All kids, whether they show it 
or not, are deepfy troubled over 
the future. They worry over what 
thev are going to make of them­ 
selves. 
“They all need an adult with 
whom they can talk over these

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problems. But they can't stand 
to be laughed at. And no matter 
how ridiculous their dreams may 
seem to a grownup, he should 
never laugh at them.” 


An example of Judge Murphy's 
thoroughness was the cause of a 
young boy who said he wanted to 
become a yo-yo salesman. 


“HE WAS SERIOUS about it 
—he 
wasn’t joking,” said the 
judge. “So I located a firm that 
made jo-yos and had one of the 
men talk with him about it, so 
the boy could decide for him­ 
self. after investigating, whether 
he really wanted to go into that 
field.” 


Murphy doesn't believe 
that 
comic books in themselves are 
ever “the initial cause” of juve­ 
nile delinquency. 
“It all goes back to the initial 
training in the home,” he said. 
“You have to housebreak a child 
as you do a dog, except that you 
go farther—you teach him he 
must live up to the standards of 
the community as well as those 
you set in your home. 
“Home 
training 
is 
forever 
basic. If children don't get the 
right discipline from the start, 
they’ll later get into trouble by 
the hundreds, no matter what 
kind of homes they come from— 
rich, middle class or poor.”

U.S. Outlook 


IT LOOKS AS though it will 
be as difficult to agree on a sub­ 
stitute as it was on EDC itself. 
What is the root of the diffi­ 
culty? It is in the fear of what 
Germany will do, once she is 
“sovereign”—that is to say free 
to have a foreign policy of her 
own — and once she has behind 
that policy the strongest army on 
the European continent. 
EDC was an attempt to limit 
the independent action of a re­ 
armed Germany by putting Ger­ 
many in a harness of treaty ob­ 
ligations. The substitutes which 
all the 
governments 
are 
now 
working with are efforts to rig 
up a different 
treaty 
harness 
which will no 
less 
effectively 
limit the foreign policy of a re­ 
armed Germany. 
In the last analysis the reason 
that EDC failed was that so many 
Frenchmen, including their elder 
statesmen, 
their senior diplo­ 
matic and military leaders, were 
unable to believe that the har­ 
ness could or wrould effectively 
limit the action of a rearmed and 
sovereign Germany. 
They 
felt 
that, though wearing the har­ 
ness, 
the 
horse would almost 
certainly run away. 


FACED WITH this there are 
two different ways of approach­ 
ing the problem. 
One is to rush around from 
capital to capital trying to untie 
and to retie, to hook up and to 
button up a new harness which 
France will approve and W’hich 
Bonn will be willing to wear. 
The other way to approach the 
problem is to try to deal direct­ 
ly and firmly with the question, 
what are we afraid that a sov­ 
ereign rearmed 
Germany will 
do? Then let us talk concretely 
with the Germans about that. 
There is no mystery as to what 
we, including first 
of 
all 
Dr. 
Adenauer himself, are trying to 
prevent. It is a deal between a 
sovereign rearmed West Germany 
and the Soviet Union. This is the 
danger which the EDC harness 
and all the substitute harnesses 
are designed 
to 
prevent. For 
everyone knows that the pull 
within Germany towards such a 
deal is bound to be very strong, 
and to become all the stronger 
as Germany acquires great mili­ 
tary power in her owui right. The 
Russians hold big assets for a 
deal with the Germans: unifi­ 
cation, withdrawal of the army 
of occupation, rectification 
of 
the frontiers, resettlement of the 
expelled refugees, 
trade, 
and 
great political influence in the 
destiny of Europe. This is no 
imaginary affair. There is pow­ 
erful evidence that the pull to­ 
wards a Russia deal is gaining 
momentum not only in the op­ 
position to Dr. 
Adenauer 
but 
within his own coalition. 


IS IT POSSIBLE to prevent 
such a deal by a treaty which is 
designed to tie West Germany’s 
hands? 
There are many in Europe who 
believe that this could have been 
done by the creation on the ba­ 
sis of EDC of a federal union in 
which Germany would lose so 
much sovereign power that it 
could not make an independent 
deal with Russia. 
Others have contended, rightly 
it seemed to me. that a federal 
union which would last could not 
be made as long as the Germans 
were divided. The primary in­ 
terest of the Germans would be 
outside, not inside, the federal 
union. The unification of Ger­ 
many must be regarded as the 
primary political interest of the 
Germans, and any policy built 
upon an under-estimate of Ger­ 
man nationalism is doomed to 
fail. 
Those who take this view can 
have little confidence in the no­ 
tion that Germany can be har­ 
nessed by a treaty. What then? 
There are those who would like 
to keep Germany disarmed un­ 
der four power tutelage. That, it 
seems to me. is at least as unre­ 
alistic, at least as productive of 
underground intrigue and con­ 
spiracy, and founded on the same 
fallacy, as the harness theory. 


THE TRUE alternative is to 
treat the Germans as we would 
expect to be treated if we were 
disarmed, divided, dismembered 
and occupied. We would expect 
our allies to have a policy not 
only for our 
rearmament 
but 
along with our rearmament and 
as part of it, a policy for our re­ 
unification. The real question is 
what is to be the policy of a^ re­ 
armed Germany in regard to its 
own reunification. That is the 
crux of the difficulty. 
The ultimate, 
stubborn 
and 
destructive difficulty in all these 
schemes for German rearmament 
is that they treat it as a thing 
virtually by itself. They evade the 
paramount question which must 
dominate the policy of 
a 
re­ 
armed Germany. Yet there is no 
use elaborating pacts about Ger­ 
man sovereignty and rearmament 
and shoving under the tabie fhe 
over-riding question of German 
unity. 


THE GERMANS will not ac­ 
cept the partition of Germany. 
They will

into 
convulsions if their unity is too 
long denied them. Moreover, the

Invest In Construction 


RIO DE JANEIRO 0J.R' — This 
capital and nearby Sao Paulo are 
embarked on a gigantic building 
spree outstripping anything in the 
boom days of the old American 
West. 
A fantastic total of 35 buildings 
a day are being completed in Sao 
Paulo, touted as the fastest-grow­ 
ing city in the world. Three mod­ 
ern apartment houses are finished 
every week. Some 17,000 building 
permits were issued in Sao Paulo 
alone last year and only slightly 
fewer In Rio. 
Even more than the need for 
housing, 
the 
cause 
behind 
the 
multi-million dollar boom is found 
in the search of the average Bra­ 
zilian for a safe and profitable in­ 
vestment for his savings. 
Investors know that to put their 
money into banks will just mean 
watching it dwindle since the dol­ 
lar value of the Brazilian cruzeiro 
has been dropping steadily. They 
have learned to offset the falling 


Germany by the side which in 
the showdown finds German na­ 
tionalism aroused against it. We 
could have German nationalism 
with us. For the Germans are 
overwhelmingly 
anti - Commu­ 
nist. But we can have German 
nationalism with us only if we 
convince the Germans that we 
really believe in the unification 
of Germany, and that unifica­ 
tion is an objective, not merely 
a distant ideal, of our practical 
diplomacy. 


IT IS NOT TOO late to take 
this line. But it is getting late. 
For in our excessive and over­ 
riding preoccupation with Ger­ 
man rearmament as such, in our 
tepid interest in the German na­ 
tional problem, in our bad habit 
of staking everything on a par­ 
ticular foreien favorite, we are 
losing contact with 
what 
may 
well be a majority of the Ger­ 
man nation. 


We are failing to avert, we are 
even encouraging, 
the 
notion 
that the Germans who do not 
agree with 
Dr. Adenauer 
are 
anti-American. This is a grievous 
mistake, and I do not think it is 
too much to say that we are in 
the way of alienating German 
national feeling a<. to a distress­ 
ing degree, 
we 
have 
already 
alienated French national feel­ 
ing 


value of their money by putting 
their savings into land, apartment 
houses and office buildings which 
are increasing in value faster than 
living costs and wholesale prices 
in general. 


TENANTS NOT WANTED 
“There is no Wall Street here.” 
asone economic expert put it, “and 
there is a general unwillingness on 
the part of the small investor to 
accept the risk of establishing a 
small company. This leaves build­ 
ing in a class by itself—a unique 
form of speculation.” 
The building boom in Rio has 
reached such fantastic speculative 
propositions that many new apart­ 
ment houses go untenanted for 
years because they are continually 
bought and sold among investors 
who have no wish to see the value 
of their p r o p e r t y 
depreciate 
through occupancy. In the plush 
Copacabana section there are hun­ 
dreds of new apartments which 
are as yet unoccupied. 


Smaller 
scale 
investors 
buy 
apartments in projected buildings 
and sell them before the buildings 
are even completed. Some apart­ 
ments change hands several times 
before they are ready for tenants, 
and the prices soar with each 
transaction as the buildings near 
completion. 


MUSICAL WORKERS 
The way the Brazilians go about 
their building is as characteristic 
as the boom itself. Some 50,000 
workers are directly involved in 
construction and many more in­ 
directly. Nomadic building crews 
live right in the buildings they are 
wrorking on, whether they be mod­ 
ern suburban apartments or office 
buildings in downtown Rio. 
Pan American Airways, which 
carries most American travelers in 
the area, report* that Rio is be­ 
coming 
known 
among 
S o u t h 
American tourists a* a city of 
“perpetual carnival” because of 
the musical antics of the scores of 
construction crews. 
The workmen stage guitar par­ 
ties at night, and the songs of car­ 
nival, sambas, baiaos and marchas, 
ring through the darkened streets 
from the shells of half-finished 
buildings all over town. 
Brazilian Institute of Economics 
figures show that nearly $300,000- 
000 was invested in Rio and Sao 
Paulo real estate in 1952 and that 
the pace of building has increased 
by 67 per cent since 1946.

Was Failure

So much has happened sinca 
1949 that most 
people 
forget 
that the Chinese Communists 
made one attempt 
to 
capture 
Quemoy Island and suffered a 
knock out defeat. 
They lost nearly 20.000 men. 
Some reports say 30.000. 
This time the Reds have been 
pecking at Quemoy for a month. 
Apparently they can’t make up 
their minds whether to have an­ 
other go at capturing it. 


IN NATIONALIST hands. Que­ 
moy is a sore spot and a poten­ 
tial danger spot for the Reds. 
It lies a tantalizing five miles 
off the Red-held mainland and 
is only 3H miles from Amoy Is­ 
land, which the Reds hold. 
Communist officers 
can 
see, 
through their 
binoculars, 
the 
troops of Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek's Nationalist army mov­ 
ing about. 
But the Communists found out 
five years ago how long those 
few miles of water which separ­ 
ate them from 
Quemoy 
really 
are. 


THIS TIME the Reds do not 
knowr whether they might have 
to fight their way past the Unit­ 
ed States 7th Fleet before they 
even reach Quemoy. 
The Reds do know that an at­ 
tack would be an all-or-nothing 
affair. If they failed to take 
Quemoy they would lose all the 
men committed to the attack. 


IN OCTOBER of 1949 the Na­ 
tionalist defense lines in south­ 
ern China had collapsed, and the 
civil war was coming to its end. 
The Communists took Amoy dur­ 
ing the weekend of Oct. 15-16. 
The Nationalists defending Amoy 
retreated to Quemoy. 
Deciding to take the island, 
the Reds assembled a motley 
fleet of Junks, the clumsy Chi­ 
nese coastal sailing boats, as in­ 
vasion craft. 
On the morning of Oct. 25, the 
Reds bombarded Quemoy for one 
hour. Then, still before dawn, 
they set out across 
the 
rough 
water. 
Nationalist planes and small 
warships sank many of the junks. 
The Red troops in them per­ 
ished. 
The Reds managed to estab­ 
lish two beachheads. But. groggy 
from their passage through Amoy 
Bay, many of 
them 
acutely 
seasick, they met ferocious re­ 
sistance. 


THE ATTACK failed utterly. 
It was estimated that the Na­ 
tionalists took more than 4.000 
prisoners. 
Thousands 
of 
Red 
troops were killed. 


NOW CHIANG has 30.000 to 
40,000 regulars on Quemoy and 
about 10,000 guerrillas The de­ 
fenders have spent 
five 
years 
fortifying themselves in cement 
pillboxes, 
underground 
strong 
points and trench systems on the 
beaches and low' hills. They have 
modern 
American-made 
weap­ 
ons. 
No wonder the Reds are slow 
in making up their minds. And 
there is always that 7th Fleet, 
committed to defend Formosa. 
The administration says it is up 
to military leaders 
to 
decide 
whether the defense of Formosa 
necessitates the defense of Que­ 
moy. The answer may well be 
“yes.”

State To Give Marin 
Schools $3 Million 


¡ 
ists To 
Demonstrate 
At Festival 


Marin County schools will get 
about 3bi million dollars this year 
as their share of a giant financial 
mellon to be sliced by the state 
and apportioned to counties. 
Specifically, the 28 schools dis­ 
tricts in Marin will divide a total 
share of $3.245.978 which repre­ 
sents slightly less than one per 
cent of the total state fund of 
$355.253,407. 
The grant to county schools is 
based upon the number of students 
in attendance. 
During the last 
school year Marin had an average 
attendance of 18 507 youngsters in 
elementary and high schools. 
Still remaining in 
the 
State 
School Fund for subsequent appor­ 
tionm ent throughout the year is 
$42,257,872. 
This will be appor­ 
tioned to the several districts on 
the basis of last year’s transporta­ 
tion costs as well as for the ex­ 
cess costs to the districts growing 
out of their maintenance of special 
classes for the mentally and phys­ 
ically handicapped, according to 
Dr. Wallace Hall, county schools 
superintendent. 
Also included in this figure is 
money which will be apportioned 
on the basis of growth in attend­ 
ance during the current school 
year over 1953-54. 
Dr. Hall said 
M arin schools will share in both 
of 
these 
subsequent 
apportion­ 
ments. The State School Fund de­ 
rives its revenues from the general 
fund of the state on the basis of 
$180 for each unit of average 
daily attendance in the state dur­ 
ing the preceding school year. 
Of the $3,245,978 coming to the 
county, $2.296,517 is for the ele­ 
m entary schools, $450,984 for the 
high school districts, $287,265 for 
M arin Junior College, and $211,182 
for the County School Service 
Fund. Corrections in the appor­ 
tionm ents made for the school year 
1953-54 make up the difference.

'Community Property' 


Should Be So Listed

Californians take a 
pride In 
their community property system. 
It makes a man and wife part­ 
ners in what either one earns. 
Separate property is what either 
one had before marriage, or re­ 
ceived afterwards by gift or in­ 
heritance. 
You ought to keep track of both 
kinds of property in your family, 
possibly through separate bank 
accounts or records. 
For otherwise the two kinds of 
property 
may 
b e c o m e 
"co­ 
mingled” with confusing results. 
Suppose your father w’ills you his 
house. The house is your separate

In allowing your separate 
property to become community 
property, you may have made a 
gift to your husband or wife. You 
may have to file gift tax returns 
and pay gift taxes. 
2. Should a divorce occur, one 
may lose some of his property 
w hen the court divides the couple’s 
goods. 
3. Other people may rely upon 
a record of property holdings in 
their dealings, only to find out to 
their loss that they were mistaken. 
4. Without proper records, prop­ 
erty may go to heirs who would 
not otherwise get it. especially 
wnen a person dies without a will. 
Community property goes to one’s 
heirs through one line of kinship, 
but separate property through an­ 
other. 
5. You may forfeit your right 
to will some of your separate prop­ 
erty as you like if it is so co­ 
mingled with community property 
that a court cannot tell which is 
which. 
It is so much simpler and more 
satisfactory to keep records of 
separate and community property.

TOKYO (JP)—An estimated 1,500 
persons perished in a howling ty­ 
phoon which struck northern Ja ­ 
pan last night, including nearly 
1,000 who died when a huge sea­ 
going ierry capsized. 
Fifty-eight Americans are dead 
or missing. 
Authorities said 590 bodies have 
been recovered, including those of 
14 Americans. Another 943 are 
missing, among them 44 Ameri­ 
cans. 
The 
great 
storm, 
generating 
winds up to 110 miles an hour, 
apparently had whirled harmlessly 
into the Japan Sea when suddenly 
it curled back and struck the 
northern island of Hokkaido al­ 
most without warning.

Frauds In 
Union Fund 


LOS ANGELES (/Pi—The Amer­ 
ican Federation of Labor conven­ 
tion headed into its final session 
today with delegates expected to 
demand th at AFL unions safe­ 
guard member welfare funds from 
fraud. 
A strong statem ent readied for 
expected convention approval was 
reported to condemn as “traitors” 
any union officials who dip into 
the rich funds for their own use. 
Mounting disclosures in congres­ 
sional investigations of irregular­ 
ities in union handling of the 
multi-million dollar funds have 
worried union leaders. They fear 
frauds may give all labor a black 
eye and lead to new legal restric­ 
tions against unions. 
PLEDGE COOPERATION 
The convention statements re­ 
portedly will pledge AFL coopera­ 
tion in new welfare fund investi­ 
gations launched by the Senate 
and House, but suggest the probes 
include employer and insurance 
company practices in adm inister­ 
ing the funds.
